She was undoubtedly as good aa any do
or bitch of her age and time In England.
Dr. J. H. Skeen after Judging her at the
Manchester show of last year In his otllclal
report said: "Oak Nana, a picture, pure
white, stood nway from anything In her
classes. Her beautifully moulded body,
perfect ribs, brisket and back, well
reached, well set on tall, her good lea;,
soundness and uctlvlty could not be sur-
passed." The only question about her
Dr Skeen had was that It was problemat-
ical If she would prove ft "lantcr" could
keep tho superb form In which taw
her.

Oak Nana won seven championships In
1913 and added live more before Bhe sailed
from Liverpool a week ago Haturday.
Oak Nana Is by Oak Leaf, by Solid Oak.
and she may be reckoned as one of tho
leading ones of the bulldog breed of this
century.
